Current Status 



1 . This action is responsive to Applicants' amendment of 28 September 2005. 

2. Receipt and entry of Applicants' amendment is acknowledged. 

3. Claims 1-33 are pending. 

4. The allowability of claims 8-1 1 is maintained. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
The rejection of claims 1-7 under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Brytus 
(US 4,751 ,278) for the reasons set forth in the previous Office Action of 6/30/05 is 
maintained. 

Applicants' amendments filed 28 September 2005 have been fully considered but 
they are not persuasive because the prior art cyclic aliphatic polyamine still reads on 
applicants claimed invention. Since Applicants have claimed a product by way of a 
product by process claim, the Examiner did not give any patentable weight to the 
process step. The structures in the US 4,751 ,278 are shown below.

Claims 1-7 are rejected under 35 U.SC 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Kadlecek et al., {CZ 284952; Abstract}. 

Kadlecek et al. disclose a cyclic aliphatic polyamine (4,4'-methylenebis-2-methy- 
cyclohexaneamine). See abstract. Since Applicants have claimed a product by way of 
a product by process claim, the Examiner did not give any patentable weight to the 
process step. 

Allowed Claims 

Claims 27-33 are allowable over the prior art of record. 

Reason For Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Applicants 
claim a process for preparing a modified cyclic aliphatic polyamine comprising 
subjecting a cyclic aliphatic polyamine and an alkenyl compound to addition reaction, 
wherein the number of carbon atoms in a molecule of the cyclic aliphatic polyamine is at 
least nine, the number of amino groups in a molecule of the cyclic aliphatic polyamine is 
at least two and the number of active hydrogen atoms derived from the amino groups is 
at least three; wherein all the variables are as defined in the claims. The process was 
neither found to be obvious nor anticipated by the prior art of record.
